Dublin, Anjt. 31.—Recent powers 


granted the Irish Government have 
made it clear that there will be no 
immediate release, in a body, of the 
12.000 De Valera followers, including 
SOO women, who were seiZed during 
the late rebellion. The government' 
announces it will continue the pre- 
sent practice of releasing, 300 a 
month. These prisoners are 
given 


their liberty on pledge of quiet be- 
havior. 


The government made its attitude 


known following the enactment of a 
Parliamentary law, permitting the 
authorities to hold untried prisoners 
for six months longer. Government 
officials also pointed out that they 
have power to make farther arrests, 
if necesibry. 


Treatment of prisoners contim\\ 


to be a subject of much discussion 
and investigation. Protest meetings 
are held every Sunday in 
Dublin, 


where Mrs. Maude Goryie MaeBride 
and Mrs. Despard, sister of the Earl 
of Ypres, are the chief speakers. They 
charge that the rebel prisoners suf 
fer from overcrowding in jails, from 
luck of proper sanitation and insuf- 
ficent food. Beating of prisoners is 
frequent, the women claim. 


These complaints, when aired in 


the Uail, bring answers from rainisr 
ters to the effect that the Republican 
prisoners are waging a deliberate 
campaign of disorderliness in jail in 
order to make political capital of 
thc-ir resulting discomforts. 
Such 


was the procedure of the ministers

To criticism'of 
the imprisment itself, however, they 
answer that the 13,000 captives "have 
taken part- in treasonable revolt, save 
shot down soldiers and carried on a 
campaign of terrorism which throws 
the Black and Tan regime into the 
shade."

The vast national wealth or the United States theoretic­ 
ally belongs to all of us. While most of it lia.s been cornered 
by a m inority of the i)oi)ulation, the future probably will 
bring a more fair division for our de.scendants of a few gen­ 
erations from now. 
So the conservation of our national resources— prevention 
of needless waste — should interest all of us. 
The natural 
wealth (forests, mines, soil fertility, etc.) may belong to 
individuals other than xjurselve.s, but our cost of living will 
to considerable extent ri.se or fall accordingly as national 
resources are wasted or saved. 
You realize this when you 
go to buy some lumber out <jf the tim ber supply th a t’s left 
in the woods. 
W hat we call high cost of living is, to consi*lerable extent, 
the penalty of squandering Our national resources. 


Since 1789 the exports from America have totaled 108 
billion dollars. And 49 billions of this were exported in the 
last nine years. 
Did it ever occur to you th at a large part of this 108 
billion dollars worth of exports represents natural resources 
of the United States th at never can be replaced ? 
In m anufacturing, for instance, five-ninths of the final 
value of product represents cost of raw m aterials. 
On which basis, it seems logical that, since the adoption 
of our Constitution, we have exported natural resources 
equivalent to a fifth of our present total national wealth. 
'That’s the penalty of big foreign trade. 


When it comes to squandering natural resources, the 
most dangerous leak is in the form of diminishing forests. 
Depleted fertility of soil, for instance, can be replaced quickly 
by commercial fertilizers. 
But large trees take many years 
to grow, even several generations. 
In the use of wood, we Americans are approaching Rus­ 
sian standards of living, warns the N, Y. State College of 
Fore.stry. 
Since 1907, which was the peak of lumber pro 
duction, our output has been decreasing three per cent a 
year.

Minnrapnlis, Minn., Aug. 31.—The 
Monroe Doetrinc was defined here 
last night by Secretary Hughes is 
embodying a policy vitally related to 
national safety, inimical to no just 
interest in Latin-Amerlca or else­ 
where. and imposing no barrier to 
widfV international co-operation in 
Ihe promotion of peace and under- 
•standing. 
Speaking before the American Bar 
issociation. the secretary declared 
that while the doctrine in no way es 
tnlilishcd a "protectorate” over other 
American republics, American rights 
snj obligations not specifically out­ 
lined by Monroe in his famous mes­ 
sage had sometimes made interven­ 
tion in some Latin American states 
an absolute necessity. He recalled 
that the right to intervene in Cuba 
is 
1 1 matter of record in the treaty 
of 1004, although he added that the 
United States would rather, if pos­ 
sible, continue in its present role <>f 
“friendly adviser.” 
“Taking the Doctrine ns it hn» 
been and as it is lielieved to remain,” 
sniij Mr. Hughes. “I desire to com­ 
ment upon certain points, which, as 
I believe, deserve special emphasis 
at this time. 
Not Policy of Aggression. 
“First. 
The Mop"/t> doctrine is 
not a policy of aggression; it is a 
policy of self-defense. It was as­ 
serted at a time when the danger of 
foreign aggression in this hemi­ 
sphere was very real, when the new 
American states had not yet estab­ 
lished a firm basia of independent 
national life, and we were menaced 
by threats of Old World powers di­ 
rected against republican institu­ 
tions. But the achievements of the 
century have not altered the scope 
of the doctrine or changed its basis. 
It still remains an as»ertlon of the 
principle of national security. As 
such, it is obviously not exclusive. 
“Second. As the policy embodied 
in the Monroe doctrine in distinc­ 
tively the policy of the United 
States, the government of the United 
States reserves to itself its defini­ 
tion, interpretation, and application. 
This| government has welcomed the 
recognition by other g.>vernments of 
the fact and soundness of this pol­ 
icy and of the appropriateness of its 
application from time to time. 
“But the United States has not 
teen disposed to enter into engnge- 
ments which would have the effect 
of submitting to any other power or 
to any concert of powers the de­ 
termination either of the occasions 
upon which the principles of the 
Monroe doctrine shall be invoked or 
of the measures that shall be taken 
giving it effect. As President Wil­ 
son observed: ‘The Monroe doctrine 
was proclaimed by the United State.s 
on her own authority. It always ha.s 
been maintained and always will be 
maintained upon her own responsi­ 
bility.’ 
•This implies neither suspicion nor 
estrangement. 
It simply means 
that the United States :s asserting a 
separate national right of self-de­ 
fense, and that in the exercise of 
this right it must have an unhamp­ 
ered discretion, 
“Third. The policy of the Monroe 
doctrine does not infringe upon the 
independence and sovereignty , of 
other American states. Misconcep­ 
tion upon this point is the only dis­ 
turbing influence in our relations 
with Latin American states. The de­ 
claration of our purpose to oppose 
what is inimical to our safety does 
not imply an attempt to establish a 
protectorate any more than a similar 
assertion by any one of the great 
southern republics of opposition to 
conduct on the part or any of the 
others endangering its security would 
aim at the establishment of a pro­ 
tectorate. 
• 
“Fourth. There are, indeed, mod- 
ren conditions and recent events 
which can not fail to engage our at­ 
tention. We have grown rich and 
powerful, but we have not outgrown 
the necessity, in justice to ourselves 
and without injustice to others, of

It is apparent that the 
.Moinoe doctrine ilues not stand in 
tile way of l’iin-.Aincriean co-opera­ 
tion; rather it affords the iieeessary 
fuundiition for that co-operation ili 
the independence and security of 
Americiin states. With the aim of 
furthering this Pan-American co- 
upeiiition there have been five I’un- 
Amerieiiii eonferences, me last of 
which was recently held in .Santi­ 
ago. The best results of these con- 
i'erenees are not to be found in any 
formal nets or statements liut in the 
generittioii of helpful and friendly 
intluences which draw peoples to- 
e.etli r through a better mutual uti- 
ilerslanding. 
“The essential -coi* tiuii of co­ 
operation is peace, and this goveru- 
ment is constant in its endeavors to 
promote peace in this hemisphere li> 
using its good otllcos, wlienevcr they 
are welcome, in eliminating the 
causes of strife, und in making pru 
vision for the settlement of disputes 
that cun not be ndjiisted by iliplom- 
aey. Almost :ill the boundary dis- 
iiutes in Latin America have been 
settled, and those that remain are in 
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process of adjustment. 
“Finally, it should be observed 
that the Monroe doctrine is not an 
obstarle to a wider intertiational co­ 
operation, beyond the limits of Pon- 
.American aims and interests, when- 
.ver that co-operation is congenial 
o American institutions. From the 
loundatiun of the guvernmefit we 
.lave sought to promote the peaceful 
settlement of international contro­ 
versies. EstablishmvnV of a per­ 
manent court of international jus­ 
tice, which might make available the 
facilities of a permanent tribunal 
(instead of the less satisfactory pro­ 
vision o f temporary trihunuls of ar­ 
bitration) to governments desiring 
to submit their controversies to it, 
has been a distinct feature of the 
miliey of the gover::mcnt of the 
United States for many years. We 
are also interested in measures of 
conciliation unj in the fiieilitics of 
conference. 
“Our attitude is one of independ­ 
ence, not of isolation. Our people 
are still intent upon abstaining from 
piirtieipation in the politleal strife 
eonimil this government in advanco 
of Europe. They are not disposed to 
contingencies, proferring to reserve 
to the use of its power In unknown ! 


freedom ^ action in the confttleAc'e J t 
our ability and readiness to respond 
to every' future call of duty. They 
have no. desire to' put their power in 
pledge, but they do not shirk cu- 
opecatlun with other nations whgi)-' 
ever there is a sound basis for It'ahH 
a consciousness of communiiy of in­ 
terest and aim. Co-operation is not 
dictation, and it is not partisanship. 
On our part it must be the cp-ppera- 
tion of a free people drawing their 
strength from many racial stocks, 
and a co-operation that is made pos­ 
sible by a preponderant sentiment 
permitting government action under 
a system which denies all exercise 
of nuturatic power. It will be the 
c^-uperutioii of a people of liberal 
ideals, deeply conccnied With the main 
tenanee of peace and interested in nil 
measures which find support in the 
common sense of the country as be­ 
ing practicable and well designed to 
foster common interests. 
“To such aims the Monroe doctrine 
is nut opposed, and with the passing 
of 100 years it remains a cherished 
policy, inimieiil to no just interest 
and deemed to be vitalljt related to 
our own safety and to the peaceful 
progress of the peoples of this hemis 
isphere.

American conferences, tne last of 
which was recently held in Santi- 
ago. The best results of these con« 
.'erences are not to be found in any 
formal acts or statements but in the 
generation of helpful and friendly 
influences which draw peoples to- 
mth r through a better mutual un- 
dtr<. landing. 


"The 
essential <or.»'tion of co- 


operation is peace, and this govern^ 
merit is constant in its endeavors to 
promote peace in this hemisphere b> 
using its good offices, -whenever they 
are welcome, in eliminating the 
causes of strife, and in making pro- 
vision for the settlement of disputes 
that can not be adjusted by diplom- 
acy. 
Almost all the boundary dis- 


outes in Latin America have been 
settled, and those that remain are in
